Former housing authority 
employee disputes firing

A former employee is taking 
legal action against the Upland 
Housing Authority because she 
feels she was unfairly fired after 
an argument over delinquent 
retirement fund payments. 

Dina Rodriguez, program 
specialist/manager for the 
agency, was fired in May after 
nine years of employment. She 
has made a request through her 
attorney to file alate claim 
against the authority for 
wrongful termination, she said. 

When employees discovered 
in February that the agency had 
not paid into their retirement 
fund for a year even though the 
payments were subtracted from 
their paychecks, they were

upset, Rodriguez said. 

Executive Director Xenia 
Szabo said she knew of the 
delinquent payments since 
November 1985, but did not 
inform employees until the 
matter was resolved. She said 
sending in the payments was the 
responsibility of Deputy Director 
Deborah LeBlanc, who has since 
resigned. 

Employees found out about 
the non-payments through PERS 
accountant Kevin Fong in 
February, Rodriguez said. 

The employees approached 
Szabo but didn’t get results, said 
Susan Giventer, another former 
employee of the housing 
authority. 

“We confronted her with it 
and, needless to say, we kept

getting told it would be taken 
care of,’’ Giventer said. 

While payments from February 
1985 through October 1985 were 
paid in February 1986, the 
remaining funds were still 
delinquent.

After two months of no 
answers, Giventer said 
employees wrote amemo to 
Szabo and members of the 
agency Board of Directors urging 
them to bring the payments up 
to date.

Motel given OK | 
to be built near 
Upland school

A motel will be built across 
the street from Foothill Knolls 
Elementary School as planned, 
the Upland City Council decided 
last week. 

School Principal Randy Smith 
and members of the school’s 
Parent-Faculty Forum had 
objected to the placement of a 
motel at 1141 E. Foothill 
Boulevard, which would back up 
against Veterans Court across 
from the school. 

Since the school was not 
notified of the developer's plans, 
PFF members did not find out 
about it until after the Planning 
Commission had already 
approved it, parent Sher Boehm 
said. 

“| really wish we had been 
notitied then so some of our 
concerns would have been taken 
more seriously,”’ Boehm said. ‘'! 
think it would have been a 
different ball game had we 
known.” 

“| don’t think there would be a 
motel going up there today if we 
had known about it,”” Smith 
agreed. 

As it was, the Upland School 
District received the usual notice 
in its monthly packet from the 
Planning Commission. However, 
Smith said it was difficult to tell 
from the notice that the motel 
was to be located near the 
school. 

“The process is not an 
adequate one,” he said. 

Smith said that because of 
Foothill Knolls School’s 
situation, the Planning 
Department has agreed to notify 
individual schools when they are 
affected. 

The parents feared for the 
safety of the youngsters 
attending the school, should the 
motel become rundown. 

The parent and faculty group 
drew up alist of 10 concerns, 
which Planning Director Jeff 
Bloom outlined for the council 
last week. 

An annual review of the two- 
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story, 115-room motel requested 
by the group would violate the 
conditional use permit already 
granted to the owners by the 
Planning Commission, he said. 

However, he added that 
parents could complain any time 
if they, as city residents, saw the 
motel not fulfilling its 
requirements imposed by the 
city. To another concern, he said 
that permanent residency in the 
motel would be illegal, but hard 
to enforce 

The council decided on a 
wrought-iron fence for the motel 
instead of a block wall and open 
landscaping, Bloom said, in 
order to keep the grounds open 
to view 

The PFF had also objected to 
the motel windows facing out on 
the playground. Motel developer 
Joseph Tong also offered the 
compromise of placing louvers 
over the windows, allowing light 
in, but blocking the patrons’ 
view of the playground. He told 
the council it would cost the 
builder an extra $10,000, Bloom 
said. 

“They're not being at all unco- 
operative,” Smith said. “We're as & 
pleased as we can be for 
something we don't want.” 

But Boehm is still unhappy 
with the results 




























“| still opposed the motel and 
there isn't anything they can do 
that will change our (parents’) 
minds,” she said.

Official sees ground breaking 
on R.C. mall by end of next year

Dignitaries could be breaking 
ground for Rancho Cucamonga’s 
regional shopping center by the 
end of next year, the city’s 
community development director 
told 40 builders and business 
people recently. 

Speaking before a meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce’s 
economic development 
committee, Jack Lam said, ‘the 
question isn’t if the center will 
be built, it’s when the center will 
be built.”’ 

He said it’s realistic to think 
that construction would begin in 
late 1987. 

When the proposal to build 
the center was announced in 
March 1984, an opening date of 
November 1987 was planned. 

The proposed one-million- 
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square-foot project, called 
Victoria Gardens, will be located 
at the northwest corner of the 
Devore Freeway and Foothill 
Boulevard. It will be built by HFA 
Associates, a partnership 
beween Ernest W. Hahn Inc. and 
Foothill Associates, on land 
purchased by the city. 

Because the city and the 
developer have a development 
agreement, Lam said the 
“project is more than halfway (to 
groundbreaking).” 

The delay, he said, has not 
only been the myriad details 
which need to be worked out — 
including roads, utilities and 
other infrastructure — but also 
the nailing down of a firm 
agreement with two department 
stores, The May Co. and The 
Broadway.

Rancho Cucamongais full of 
it.

It's hard to perform everyday 
tasks in the city without treading 
on a bit of the past.

The list of 160 sites will 
probably grow to 250, said Maggi 





Stamm, who's Coordinating a 
historical survey of the city 
funded by a grant from the 
National Historic Preservation 
Grants-in-Aid Program.

Ontario calls could 
be restored in effort

General Telephone officials 
have taken il steps to 
restore free Ontario calls to 
Etiwanda residents, a company 
spokesman said recently 

Hal Overton, GTE’s Ontario 
district manager, said ‘‘the 
process is on its way now. We're 
now actively working with the 
Public Utilities Commission and 
now with Pacific Bell fora 
resolution to the problem.” 

The problem is a zone usage 
measurement (ZUM) change 
made by GTE in June. Under the 
change, calls from Etiwanda to 
Ontario are charged by the 
minute, while calls to Fontana 
and Rialto are free. 

Etiwanda residents have been 
fighting the change because 
many calls for essential services 
— acall to the phone company 
forexample — are charged by 
the minute. 

Although the company has 
begun moving toward a 
resolution, the process is slow 
Overton said. The company is 
not likely to have an indication 
of whether it can implement its 
plan until the PUC concludes it's 
rate-review for GTE in December 
1987 

Jeri Kerney, the new president 
of ACTIVE (Advisory Committee 
to Improve Victoria’s 
Environment), said she was 
“delighted (the phone company) 
is finally making positive 
movement.” 

Kerney replaced newly elected 
Rancho Cucamonga City Council 
member Deborah Brown as 
ACTIVE's president last week 

Although delighted, Kerney 
said she was disappointed that a 
possible resolution will be slow

wanted to see that.’’ 

Overton said the phone 
company can’t move faster 
because the PUC must oversee 
its proposed solution.

Overton said. GTE is hoping to 
expand the boundary east by 
working with Pacific Bell, which 
now serves Fontana and Rialto. 

The expansion would take 
Etiwanda away from the current 
ZUM boudary's eastern border 
and thus restore Ontario as a 
local call, Overton said

Many of the city’s more than 
20 wineries, as well as 74 homes 
are on the list to be inventoried 
as historic sites. 


Residents of the city’s historic 
houses will first be approached 
by mail to have their houses 
registered. 

“People will not have their 
privacy infringed upon,” Stamm 
said. 

Five churches, three school 
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buildings and four cisterns are 
on the list. 

Sites identified as being 
historically-significant will be 
“red flagged’ so zoning changes 
in those areas will have to go 
through the Historia! 
Preservation Commission as 
well as the Planning 
Commission, Stamm said. 


“The Historical Commission is ° 
concerned about preserving as 
much history and knowledge as 
we can,” Stamm said. ‘‘We want 
to be able to do a little verbal 
reconstruction of the historical 
past.”

Ray Carver, engineering a 
Southern Pacific Railroad freight 
trairi one evening, was turning a 
blind corner when he thought he 
spotted aman and a woman 
plopped on acar seat facing him 
in the middle of the tracks. 

“You try to stop, but you know 
it’s not going to do any good. A 
train travels two miles after 
making an emergency stop,”’ 
said Carver. 

“| thought | had killed 
somebody. It wasn’t until | hit 
them that | realized they were 
dressed mannequins,” he said. 
“You don’t know what that does 
to you psychologically.” 

“People think the railroad is 
sort of a playground,” he said. 
“if they can drag it up to the 
tracks, we have seen it.”’ 

Refrigerators and shopping 
carts are common objects Carver 
and other engineers discover on 
the tracks. Carver spends his 
weekdays trying to discourage 
such railway littering. 

“The general public is not 
knowledgeable about railroad 
safety. We teach kids about 
computers and adults about 
finance, but they don’t know 
anything about paying attention 
to railroad gates and bells,” he 
said. 

Carver heads Southern Pacific 
Railroad’s three-year SPACE

Carver and six other 
employees work full time 
reaching 7,000 adults and 
children a month to stress 
railroad safety.

were not caught up by May 22. 

On May 10, Szabo sent 
disciplinary letters to each 
employee for failure to follow a 
grievance procedure.

The grievance procedure and 
the subsequent disciplinary 
action was taken up at an 


emergency staff meeting May 12. 


It was at that meeting that 
Rodriguez and Szabo argued, 
resulting in Rodriguez’ 
dismissal. 

Rodriguez said she made a 
comment under her breath when 
Szabo claimed she was not 
aware of the missing payments 
before the employees’ memo. 

Szabo asked her to report the 


comment and Rodriguez refused 
to answer, according to both 
women. 

“She said, ‘Are you calling me 
a liar?’ ’’ Rodriguez said. ‘‘! said, 
‘No. You take it anyway you 
want.’ 

“She said, ‘Why don’t you 
clear everyone’s minds?’ | finally 
said, ‘OK. Liar.’ 

“She was always real insistent 
on clearing the air,” Rodriguez 
said. 

Szabo’s description of the 
events correspond, except that

The Upland Housing Authority 
failed for a year to send in 
employee retirement payments 
even though the payments were 
subtracted from employee 
paychecks, a state official 
confirmed. 

From February 1985 to 
February 1986 — with the 
exception of March 1985 — the 
authority failed to make its 
monthly payment of 
approximately $3,800, despite 
frequent warnings, said Public 
Employees Retirement System 
(PERS) accountant Kevin Fong. 

Since then the payments have 
caught up, Fong said. However, 
he said the authority is still 
responsible for refunding $314 in 
lost interest to those employed 
at the time. 

Fong said he called the 
agency, which operates Upland’s 
federally funded public housing, 
after each missed payment and 
sent warning letters. 

“I contacted them many times 
on the telephone. They said 
they'd do it next month and next 
month would come and go,” he 
said. ‘‘! tried to get the employer 
to do it, but she never did.”’ 

The employer is Xenia Szabo, 
the authority’s executive 
director, who said she was never 
informed of the problem. 

“| did not talk to Mr. Fong and 
| found out later that a lot of 
calls that supposedly went to me 
did not,"’ Szabo said. 

However, Ken Marzion, a 
manager in the PERS accounting 
division said he had a telephone 
conversation with Szabo when 
the payments fell behind, but 
before she began catching up. 

Fong also said he believes he

Szabo said the responsibility 
for the payments fell to former 
Deputy Director Deborah 
LeBlanc, who was hifed in March 
1985 to take over the authority’s 
fiscal matters. 

LeBlanc could not be reached 
for comment. 

“Somewhere in there she got 
confused,” Szabo said. ‘‘When it 
was brought to my attention she . 
was let go.” 

Szabo explained that the first 
missing payment was the first 
month LeBlanc took over. The 
March payment was made 
because she approached Szabo 
for help on it, she said. 

The director said she finally 
discovered the problem in 
November while LeBlanc was 
away. 

“It was just a total financial 
disaster,” she said. 

She added that the 
accumulated funds meant for 
PERS sat in an agency checking 
account during the period. 

LeBiance resigned in 
December and Szabo regained 
responsibility for the authority's 
financial matters, she said. 

It took her several months to 
catch up on the PERS payments 
because she was doing the work 
of two people as well as 
handling year-end financial 
statements, she said. 

“It's back to me and it’s back 
on schedule,” she said. 

Fong said two sets of late 
payments arrived in February 
1986 and the final lot came in 
April 1986. Since then the 
payments have arrived on 
schedule.

Since the state-run PERS 
office operates on a fiscal year 
beginning in July, the missing 
February, April, May and June 
1985 payments were not eligible 
for PERS interest, Fong said. 

“It’s Zsabo — Xenia’s — 
problem for not filing in a timely 
fashion,” he said. 

He estimated that amount at 
$314 to be split among the eight 
people employed at the time on 
a percentage basis according to 
their salaries. 

Szabo said she is aware of the 
missing interest and that the 
authority will pay it once PERS 
sends her the computer printout 
she has requested listing the 
exact amounts owed. 

In addition to the lost interest, 
the authority could owe PERS 
hundreds of dollars in fines, 
Fong said.

In addition, late agencies are 
charged interest on delinquent 
payments, he said.

‘Road to Victory’

“Winston S. Churchill — Road 
to Victory, 1941-1945” by Martin 
Gilbert; Houghton-Mifflin; 1,417

This hefty volume resulted 
from the opening of the secret 


British wartime archives in 1981. — 


The book provides an inside look 
at the World War II years that is 
engrossing in many ways, not 
only from the standpoint of the 
conduct of the war with Nazi 
Germany but also in human 
terms. Churchill himself and the 
world in general were not told 
that he had suffered a heart 
attack on Dec. 26, 1941, while 
straining to open a stuck 
window. Stricken by pain in his 
chest that spread down an arm, 
Churchill tried to brush it off asa 
muscle pull. Although the British 
prime minister had all the

and loudly proclaimed this to 
their customers. 

Recent studies (funded by the 
glutamate association in Atlanta) 
assembled 30 people claiming to 
have such symptoms for testing. 
In a double-blind study using a 
beverage that was free of MSG 
and the same beverage laced 
with 6,000 mg. MSG, 66 percent 
of those tested reported no 
reaction to either beverage. The 
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remaining participants reported 
adverse reactions to both 
beverages. The conclusion was 
that there may be people who 
are sensitive to MSG, but as yet, 
there is no clinical 
documentation. 

However, if you think you are 
sensitive, avoid it.

It’s hard to perform everyday 
tasks in the city without treading ona 
bit of the past. 

For instance, patrons of the Gas 
Garden at 7996 Archibald Ave. 
probably are not aware that they're 
treading on historic ground. 

Yet the Gas Garden is on a tentative 
list of historic preservation sites. 

It's on the list because its location 
at the northwest corner of San 
Bernardino Road and Archibald, 
makes it the site of the old 
Cucamonga Times newspaper 
building, established in 1909. 

The list of 160 sites will probably 
grow to 250, said Maggi Stamm, who’s 
coordinating a historical survey of the 
city funded by a grant from the 
National Historic Preservation Grants-

in-Aid Program. 

The $9,950 grant will pay for the 
identification and documentation not 
only of historic houses and buildings 
from the vineyard days, but 60-year- 
old productive avocado groves, 
ranches and sections of entire 
neighborhoods. 


The sites don’t necessarily have to 
be old, but “‘things that make 
architectural statements that are 
significant for their time,’’ Stamm 
said. 

One of the not-necessarily old sites 
is Etiwanda’s Myohoji Temple 
Nichiren Shoshu of America, the first 
temple of the Buddhist sect built 
outside of Japan and the regional 
shrine for all worshippers in the

street-by-street and looking for those 
items that are of historical value,” 
Stamm said. ‘‘There’s been a 
tremendous amount of change in the 
last 20 years.”’ 

The area on Archibald from Foothill 
to Church Street was originally 
downtown Cucamonga, in the days 
long before incorporation. 

There are many historic places in 
that area, including Carl’s Liquor 
Store at 9677 Foothill, the site of an 
old country store. In the same 
neighborhood, the Miller's Outpost 
shopping center at the northeast 
corner of Archibald and Foothifl was 
the site of the origir.al Bank of 
America building. 

Many of the city’s more than 20 
wineries, as well as 74 homes are on 
the list to be inventoried as historic 
sites. 





Residents of the city’s historic 
houses will first be approached by 
mail to have their houses registered. 

‘People will not have their privacy 
infringed upon,” Stamm said. 

Five churches, three school 
buildings and four cisterns are on the 
list. 


Sites identified as being historically 
significant will be ‘‘red flagged” so 
zoning changes in those areas will 
have to go through the Historial 
Preservation Commission as well as 
the Planning Commission, Stamm 
said. 


“The Historical Commission is 
concerned about preserving as much 
history and knowledge as we can,” 
Stamm said. ‘‘We want to be able to 
do alittle verbal reconstruction of the 
historical past.” 
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Spirited seas

The end of the year always is a 
spirited season — in more ways 
than one. The general mood is 
gayer; lyrical music fills the air; 
greeting cards arrive to beguile 
or amuse us, and parties 
abound. 

With the parties, though, 
come other spirits, the ones with 
alcohol. Office parties, cocktail 
parties, dinner parties, even 
midday parties, are all wei! 
lubricated. There is a constant 
flow of wines, beers, punches, 
hard liquors and the seasonal 
egg nog. 

The strong emphasis on drink 
can make this a dangerous time 
of the year for recovering 
alcoholics, or anyone concerned 
about his personal consumption. 
Also, concurrent with the fitness 
boom, many people are just plain 
giving up alcohol or cutting 
back. For these and a number of 
other reasons, it is incumbent on 
party planners to make some 
provision for those guests who 
prefer not to drink alcohol. 

Industry is responding to this 
trend with a whole new array of 
lighter or alcohol-free drinks. 
There are light wines and beers, 
wine coolers that are stretched 
with fruit juices and alcohol-free 

irinks. Some no-alcohol wines 
are called de-alcoholized, a term 
that is far more clinical than 
appealing. 

When purchasing alcohol-free 
drinks it is best to read the labe! 
carefully. By federal regulation, 
non-alcoholic and de-alcoholized 
mean wine and beer with no 
more than 0.5 percent alcohol — 
about as much as naturally is 
found in products such as 
oranges, prune juice, some 
popular soft drinks and vanilla. 

Alcohol-free’’ means just that 
— zero alcohol. 

Besides the non-intoxicating 
benefit of no-alcohol drinks, they 
offer another big advantage that 


should interest everyone: 
calories. Standard red and white 
dry wines with 12 percent 
alcohol deliver 72 calories in a 3- 
ounce serving. Compare that 
with 30 calories for non- 
alcoholic wines. The figures for 
real beer and “near beer” are 
equally impressive: 35 vs. 13. 

A recently published book, 
“Entertaining Without Alcohol 
— For Business and Pleasure”’ 
by Dorothy Crouch (Acropolis 
Books Ltd., $14.95), can prove 
invaluable to anyone seriously 
interested in cooking without 
alcohol and planning parties for 
non-alcoholic drinkers. 

The author makes the very 
good point that recovering 
alcoholics should not be served 
any food that is prepared with 
alcohol. Even though the alcohol 
burns off at 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the flavor remains, 
the reason it was added in the 
first place. That flavor is what 
should be avoided by recent 
alcoholics. 

Crouch also wisely eschewed 
the idea of trying to reproduce 
wine and liquor flavors with 
other ingredients. She just went 
about creating new recipes that 
only resemble longtime 
standards: Coq Au No Vin, Beef 
Burgundy that relies on tomato 
and beef flavorings instead of 
red wine, and Belgium’s famous 
Carbonnade a la Flamande 
simmers in non-alcoholic beer to 
simulate the malty flavor. 
Practical substitutions and 
alterations when removing 
spirits from recipes are also 
given.

This information is 
supplemented in the back with a 
list of distributors of the best- 
known non-alcoholic drinks.

Americans have a lot to learn 
from sparkling wine process

Over the years Americans 
have sometimes taken the 
French example to heart, even 
going so far as to buy water ina 
bottle, sunbathe topless and eat 
rolls for breakfast. Among the 
happiest of our borrowings is the 
“Methode Champenoise,”’ the 
painstaking process by which all 
of the world’s finest sparkling 
wine is made. No matter that our 
Sparkling wines have American 
character and usually keep the 

«French name — ‘“‘champagne.” 
American sparkling wines 
produced by the champagne 
method are becoming 
astonishingly good. 

Here are some Suggestions for 
the holidays: 

Schramsberg 1981 Blanc de 
Noirs ($19.95). Schramsberg 
commands stiff French 
Champagne prices but rewards 
the buyer with wines of great 
finesse and character. The ‘81 
Blanc de Noirs is a refined 
example, medium gold with 
shadings of peach and light 
toasty and earthy components. 
The 1983 Blanc de Blanc ($17.99) 
is lighter and very elegant, 
bringing forward its chardonnay 
character in a wine that is spare 
but rounded. 

(“Blanc de Noirs,” ‘Blanc de 
Blancs,” etc., by the way, are not 
quality judgments. They simply 
refer to the grape involved. 
Usually the Blanc de noirs 
(“white from blacks’’) will be 
made solely from ‘“‘black”’ pinot 
noir grapes; the blanc de blancs 
from white chardonnay grapes 
The presumption (not always 


borne out) is that these wines 
will be made from grapes fine 
enough not to need the extra

SAN BERNARDINO — The 
county is turning to private firms 
instead of its own workforce to 
cut the grass, trim the hedges 
and sweep the parking lots of 
government buildings in the 
West Valley. 

The move to private 
contracting is being taken to 
save money, county Officials say. 

“This is something we've been 
considering for the last year or 
so. We feel there should be 
some savings at least in travel 
time," said Diane Pleasant, a 
county staff analyst. 

Pleasant said Tuesday that the 
decision not to use county 
employees for the work resulted 
from an increased demand on 
the county maintenance crews in 
the San Bernardino area 

New county buildings are 
being completed in San 
Bernardino and the county 
museum there has been 
included in the list of the facility 
management department's 
responsibilities. 

A spokesman for the San 
Bernardino County Public 
Employees Association said 
Tuesday the association 
opposes contracting because it 
has not been proven as a money- 
saver. In addition, contracting 
may result in a decline in the 
quality of services, said Tom 
Ramsey, the association's 

supervisor of field services. 

The county has long 

ontracted out the indoor 
custodial services at the Ontario 
courthouse at Sixth Street and 
Mountain Avenue but until now 
has used county workers to 
maintain landscaping and 
parking areas, Pleasant said. 

Completion of the $38.9 
million Foothills Community 
Law and Justice Center in 
Rancho Cucamonga next month 
served as the impetus for the 
decision. 

On Monday, the county Board 
of Supervisors approved a 
$7,740-per-month contract with a 
company called Pacific Green 
Care to provide grounds 
maintenance for the four-story 
justice center off Haven Avenue, 
the Ontario county offices on D 
Street, The Rancho Cucamonga 
Library on Base Line Road, the 
John Rains House museum on 
Vineyard Avenue in Rancho 
Cucamonga and the Ontario 
courthouse complex on Sixth 
Street 

The company won the 
contract in competitive bidding, 
Pleasant said. 

A similar bidding process is 
now under way for awarding a 
contract to a private firm 
interested in providing the 
indoor custodial services for the 
Foothills courthouse, she said. 

Pleasant added that the pilot 
contracting program in the West 
Valley may lead to similar 
programs in the desert and

Robert T. Mack, district 
manager with Southern 
California Gas Company, said, 
“A 12-inch (pipe) line with 220 
pounds of pressure actually split 
at the seam and we brought in 
the (emergency) equipment from 
Pico Rivera. With the pincher, we 
were able to close down the line 
(for repair) without shutting off 
the gas.” 

The gas company’s inland 
division — located on Lugonia 
Avenue in Rediands — gave a 
demonstration Wednesday to 
familiarize the public and fire 
depariment personnel with the 
operation of light- and heavy- 
duty emergency equipment. 

“A lot of fire (department) 
people have never seen this 
equipment (up close) and we 
want to thank them for standing 
there with a hose when we’re

Prior to the demonstration, 
Wright mentioned that air 
instead of gas would be used 
and that both large and smaller- 
scale pinchers would be seen in 
operation. 

Two men worked a mock 
repair wearing overalls and 
hoods made out of Nomex — a 
fire retardant and anti-static 
material which can withstand a 
1,500 degree flame for an hour 
and 15 minutes, Lepper said. 

As they would have worked in 
a gas leak situation, the men 
breathed fresh air pumped to 
them from a separate 
compressor on the gas 
company’s trucks
